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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 

species: 

The claims contain limitations directed to various capsule compositions and 
coatings. Please choose one type of capsule body or cap from the list: 

1 . Capsule body or cap made from hydroxypropyl methylcellulose; 

2. Capsule body or cap coated with a coating which is insoluble in an acidic 
medium; 

3. Capsule or cap coated with a coating which is insoluble independent of pH; 

4. Capsule or cap coated with a coating which is poorly soluble in an acidic 
medium; 

5. Capsule or cap coated with a coating which is poorly soluble independent of 

pH; 

6. Capsule or cap coated with a coating which is a combination of insoluble and 
soluble polymers; 

7. Capsule or cap coated with a coating that is better soluble than a coating of 
the other capsule or cap; 

8. Capsule or cap coated with a coating which are the same coatings; 

9. Capsule or cap having the same coating thicknesses; 

10. Capsule or cap having different coating thicknesses; 
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1 1 . Capsule or cap having a coating composition comprising copolymers of 
acrylic and methacrylic acid; 

12. Capsule or cap having a coating comprising a combination of ethylcellulose

The species are independent or distinct because capsule technology is advanced 
to the point where different coatings can constitute and independent invention.
